MADE MORE COMPLETE. 


Mayor and Controller Institute a Reform 
Which Will Put Them Under Direct 
Supervision of Mr. McGann.

Under a new arrangement, which will go 
into effect on Monday morning, Mayor Har- 
rison and Controller McGann will transform 
the police courts of Chicago into virtual 
courts of record. General Accountant Harp- 
er yesterday made a tour of all the police 
stations to introduce the system and instruct 
the justices and clerks in their new duties. 

Hereafter, instead of desk sergeants mak- 
ing out the records of the courts, the work 
will be assigned to the clerks, who will be re- 
sponsible to the City Controller. 

Under the old system, if a citizen were un- 
justly sentenced and taken to the House of 
Correction, he was compelled to remain 
there until the Mayor had received a report 
through the Chief of Police in regard to the 
history of the case. This required from one 
to three days. By the new system the 
Mayor can send directly to the Controller’s 
office and within a few minutes obtain a 
complete history of the case.

HAD TAKEN LIFE OF HIS WIFE.

‘Remorse Over a Dee Committed Only 


in His Hallecination Causes William 
B. Brookmarn to Jump from Bed and 

Commit Suicide—Shot Which He Sup- 
posed Had Resulted in Death Was 
Fired at a Burglar, Who Also Was a 
Fiction of His Mind. 


Suddenly awakening from a dream and be- 
lleving he had mortally wounded his wife 
with a bullet fired at a fancied burglar, 
William B. Brookman, residing at 5735 Cedar 


street, Austin, committed sulcide by shooting 


himself in the head early yesterday morning. 
The wife he thought he had killed was not 


‘harmed; although a bullet grased her head 


and buried itself in a dresser standing a few 
feet from the pillow on which she was sleep- 
ing. The tragedy occurred shortly after 6 
o'clock. 

For some time Brookman had been haunted 
by the idea that he was being pursued by 
burglars. As a result he slept with a re- 
volver under his pillow. Yesterday morning 
just before daylight Mrs. Brookman was 
awakened by the sound of a pistolshot. Sit- 
ting up in bed she saw her husband spring 
to the floor and heard him exclaim: 

“ My God, Mollie, I have shot you!“ 


Turned Weapon on Himself. 
Mrs. Brookman was still half asleep, but 
replied instantly: 
„No, you haven't.“ 
Before she had time to collect her thoughts 
or prevent the act Brookman excitedly 
shouted, ‘‘ Yes, I have,” and, placing the 


muzzle of the weapon in his mouth, pulled, 


the trigger. He fell across the foot of the 
bed and died in a few seconds. 

Five children, ranging in age from 8 months 
to 9 years, who had been sleeping in an ad- 
joining room, were aroused by the shooting, 
and their crying added to the sorrowful 
scene which met the eyes of neighbors when 
they rushed into the house in response to 
Mrs. Brookman's cries for help. The Austin 
police were summoned, and to them Mrs. 
Brookman told the story of the tragedy. 

„ He loved us and we loved him.“ she 
sobbed. “‘ He thought he had killed me, I 
know. There was no other reason why he 


should commit suicide.”’ 


Fired at Imaginary Burglar. 
‘The supposition is that Brookman had 


| @reamed of burglars. Near his bed was a 


window, and it is believed the man in his 
delusion imagined he saw the form ef a rob- 
ber in the gray light of dawn, and fired the 
shot which he supposed had killed his wife. 

Brookman was a linotype operator em- 
ployed on a Chicago newspaper. He was 31 

ears old. His life was insured for $5,000. 
The family came here from Texas eight 
years ago.

DENEEN SPRINGS SURPRISE. IN

On State’s Attorney’s Representation 
Judge Smith Dismisses Twenty-nine 
Men from Whom Jury Would Have

State’s Attorney Deneen sprang a surprise 
yesterday morning on the attorneys repre- 
senting Alexander Sullivan, charged with 
conspiring to induce former Bailiff James J. 
Lynch to take himself outside of the court's 
jurisdiction while. under indictment for jury. 


bribery. 
Aeting on the State's Attorney's repre- 
genta tions, Judge smith discharged the twen- 
ty-nine veniremen from whom a jury would 


have been chosen for the Sullivan trial and 
ordered a new venire of 100 men drawn for 
service. The work of selecting the jury will 
begin this morning at 10 o’clock. : 


Offers to Waive Jury Trial. 


The defense was mystified by the sudden 
development in the case. Mr. Sullivan’s at- 
torneys had received no notice that the 
ventre would be discharged, but there was 
nothing to do but accept the order of. the 
court. Subsequently the defense created 
something of a sensation by offering to waive 
a trial by jury and leave the case for the 
court to decide. This offer was fought by 
the State, with the result that Judge Smith 
decided against: the defense. A 

State’s Attorney Deneen declined to ex- 
plain his reasons for objecting to the twen- 
ty-nine veniremen ready for service. He 
stated his objections to Judge Smith, how- 
ever, and the order of the court sets forth 
that the reasons were deemed good and 
sufficient.”’ It leaked out during the after- 
noon that three of the veniremen had been 
inmates of the Pontiac reformatory and that 
the careers of two others were not above 
suspicion. These facts are understood to 
have been known to the prosecution and are 
supposed to have prompted Mr. Deneen’s 


action.

After the court had ordered a new venire 

the defense asked, through Attorney C. M. 
Hardy, for an order giving him the right to 
be present in the office of the Jury Commis- 
sioners when the venire was drawn.

The beginning of Captain Colleran's down- 
fall dates from the discovery that the State 
had paid a bogus expense account. That 
discovery threw considerable light upon the 
laxity. with which the Detective bureau was 
being conducted, and the three cases upon 
which Colleran’s conviction rests were re- 


vealed. 
Against Colleran. 

In the Featherstone case Colleran was 
accused of informing the authorities at Oel- 
wein, Ia., that Harry Featherstone, then 
under indictment here, was not wanted in 
Chicago, The con man is now serving 
a sentence in Joliet, but it is not due to the 
efforts of the Chicago Chief of Detectives 
that he is there. He would have escaped if 
Deputy Sheriff Tom Morrison had not gone 
to Iowa and captured him. 

In the Dunlap case Colleran was accused of 
destroying evidence tending to convict the 
notorious bank robber. Duntap had been 
captured in his flat nere in Chicago by Col- 
leran's detectives. In Dunlap's possession, 
in addition to burglars’ tools, were found 
rolls of coin just as they had come from the 
bank and bearing the stamp of the bank 
which had been robbed. This evidence was 
turned over to Colleran. When an attempt 
was made to secure the money Colleran made 
various pretexts to delay handing it over. 
When he finally was ordered by Chief Kipley 
to deliver it, it was found that the wrappers 
had been destroyed and the proof that the 
— came from this particular bank wan 


In the Barrett case Colleran was accused of 7 


booking a prisoner, wanted in Milwaukee, 
and thus permitting his release on ball be- 
fore the Milwaukee authorities could send 
for him. 

In defense Colleran attempted to show that 
his subordinates had conducted the cases 
without consultation with him. The commis- 
sion decided that the defense in these three 
cases was not sufficient to clear Colleran of 
the charges. 


Career of Discharged 


Colleran came to Chicago when he was 
11 years old. He joined the police force in 
1883, being assigned to the Larrabee Street 
Station as a petrolman under Lieutenant 
Baus. He had not been on the force a year 
when he had a pistol duel with a drunken 
rough who was terrorizing the neighborhood 
near Sedgwick street and Chicago avenue. 

In the haymarket riot Colleran stood shoul- 
der to shoulder with men who were killed and 
injured, but escaped without a scratch, al- 
though his clothing was burned by the ex- 
plosion. He first became widely known 
through the efforts of a gang of confidence: 
men. In 1887 a clique of shellworkers was 
making trouble for the police, working on 
the Randolph street viaduct, near Michigan 
avenue. On the night of Colleran's experi- 
ence with this gang there had been a fire 
near there, which had attracted large crowds. 
As a protection against the gang Colleran, 
then a detective, was stationed on the via- 
duct. 

He surprised two of the confidence men 
with a couple of victims in tow, and decided 
to capture them single-handed. While he 
was attempting to manage the two men an- 
other approached from behind and knocked | 
him down with a club. He was beaten into 
insensibility and then thrown over the via 
duct. His body struck a freight car, rolled 
off, and was found on the tracks below.

STODEBAKBR NEAR DEATH 


CLEMENT, HEAD OF NOTED HOUSE, 
HAS ALARMING RELAPSE. 


Iliness, Which Has Continued for More 
than a Year, Takes * Serious Turn 
and Manufacturer Is Sinking—Mem- 
bers of Family Are Summoned to His 

Bedside—Remarkable Career of Man 
Whe Started in Business with $2.05 
Capital. 


South Bend., Ind., „Nov. 20.—[Special. ]— 
Clement Studebaker, one of the best-known 
men of the United States, is dying, and it 
is extremely doubtful whether he will sur- 
vive the night. Since 5:30 o'clock this after- 
noon he has been in an exceedingly critical 
condition, and at 9 o'clock tonight he had 
failed to rally. 

The illness of Mr. Studebaker is due to a 
stomach trouble with which he has been suf- 
fering for over a year. A portion of the 
present year was spent in Europe in the hope 
of benefiting his health, and this hope was 
partially realized. A severe fall at the pier 
in New York just after Mr: Studebaker land- 
ed, however, had a tendency to militate 
against improvement. He was not, however, 
considered to be in a serious condition, 


Sinking Spell Tuesday Night. 

The first warning that death was near cam. 
last night when the great manufacturer and 
philanthropist suffered a sinking spell and 
was thought to be dying. The prompt atten- 
tion of Drs. C. A. Daugherty, C. C. Terry of 
this city, and Dr. Quine of Chicago, however, 
resulted in a rally. This afternoon the pa- 
tient suffered a relapse, and tonight his fam- 
ily, consisting of Mrs. Charles Arthur Car- 
Usle, and his sons, Colonel George M. Stude- 
baker and Clement Studebaker Jr., are ex- 
pecting the worst. 

Mr. Studebaker is 70 years old, and is Presi- 
dent of the Studebaker Bros. Manufacturing 
company, the largest wagon manufacturers 
of the world. He was honored with high ap- 
pointments by President Harrison, and was a 
personal friend of President McKinley. 


Learns Trade of Blacksmith. 


Clement Studebaker is the second of three 
brothers whose wagonmaking house has 
been famous in the commercial world for 
several decades. 

Clement was born at Gettysburg, Pa., on 
March 12, 1831, and at the age of 8 became 
apprentice in the blacksmith shop of his 
father at Ashland, O., whither the family re- 
moved five years after the birth of Clement. 
John Studebaker, the father, had five sons, 
of whom three became wagon makers. 

When Clement Studebaker was 20 years old 
he went to Indiana and taught school fora 
year in St. Joseph Counts, where he also 
became interested in a thrashing machine 
company. The thrashing machine venture 
proved a failure, and, tiring of school teach- 
ing, Clement and his elder brother Henry, 
decided to go into business for themselves.. 


Capital at Start $2.65. 


With $2.65 in money and $68 in tools the 
boys began turning out the wagons which 
have since made their names known in near- 
ly every corner of the world, the house hav- 
ing at present ten or fifteen depositories and 
2.700 agencies in the United States and Eu- 


rope. 

The factory at South Bend now covers 110 
acres and employs several thousand men. 
Other hundreds are employed in the deposi- 
tories in Chicago and other large cities, and 
paid agents are scattered over the world. 

The company was incorporated in 1868, and 
Clement Studebaker has been its President 
ever since. The Chicago depository of the 
company, of which Peter E. Studebaker, Vice 
President and urer, became the head, 
was established tweyty-five years ago. 

Prominent in Politics and Church. 

Mr. Studebaker has been a power in Indiana 
politics, a leader in the Methodist Church. 
and prominent in educational movements. 
He is President of the Chautauqua assembly 
of New York, one of the largest in the coun- 
try, which holds several hundred assemblies 
each summer. 

At the Republican National convention 
held in Chicago in 1880 Mr. Studebaker came 
into prominence politically by his steadfast 
support of Grant in the face of the other- 
wise solid Indiana delegation for Blaine. 
No amount of persuasion could change his 
determination, and afterwards he wore with 
some pride the medal souvenir given each of 
the 306 men who stood out for Grant in the 
convention. He was a delegate to the Re- 
publican National convention of 1888, where 
he aided in the nomination of General Har- 
rison for President. 

Mr. Studebaker married Miss Anna Mu- 
burn, the daughter of General Milburn. He 
and Mrs. Studebaker are much interested in 
church work, and Mr. Studebaker taught a 
class of fifty in the Methodist Church at 
South Bend. Their home there, named Tip- 
pecanoe Place, is one of the finest residences

After the disclosures brought 
about by the Borrowe affair Mrs. Drayton 
was disinherited by her father, who dropped 
dead in a Paris hotel in April, 1892. She was 
cut off with nothing, but $850,000 was left in 
trust for her children. A few months later 
John Jacob Astor, brother of Mrs. Drayton, 
gave her $1,000,000 and the house at 374 Fifth 
avenue, New York, valued at $290,000.

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DISCOVERY IS VALUABLE, 


BUT IS NOT FABULOUS. 


Director of Yerkes Observatory Says 
Study of New Star Does Not Justify 
Distortion of Facts Already Stated. 


E HALE, DIRECTOR OF THE 
RKES OBSERVATORY. ] 

Williams Bay, Wis., Nov. 20.—[Special. }— 
The exaggerated report in a Chicago morn- 
ing paper today of a discovery recently made 
at the Yerkes Observatory by Mr. G. W. 
Ritchey renders desirable a statement of the 
facts of the case. These are sufficiently im- 
portant without exaggeration, and it is to be 
regretted that the writer of the unauthorized 
article, who is unknown to the observatory 
authorities, saw fit to draw upon his imag- 
ination in discussing them. 

Speaking briefly, Mr. Ritchey has discov- 
ered, through the aid of photographs taken 
with a 2x2-foot reflecting telescope, that the 
new star in Perseus is surrounded by an ex- 
tensive gaseous cloud of intricate structure 
which is expanding with incredible velocity. 

Such a mass of gas is technically known 
as a nebula, and this is the first. time that 
any motion has been detected in any object 
of this class. The discovery cannot fall to be 
of great service in helping to explain the 
mysterious phenomena of new stars. 

It is too early to attempt to draw conclu- 
sions as to the bearing of these remarkable 
and unprecedented results on the theory of

Governor. 


Goodly Array of Officeholders. 
The audience at the mansion this afternoon 
was made up of about 100 of the Governor's 
officeholders and some outsiders. Among 
the citizens present who are not on the State 
pay roll were Congressman Warner, Senator 
Fort, Richard Lemon of Clinton, ex-Senator 
Warder of Alexander, Mr. Payson of Wat- 
seka, formerly of Lansing, Kas., and of the 
Illinois State Court of Claims; Charles e. 
hart of Tuscola, Albert Campbell of Ens: 
ham, John Henry Miller of McLeansboro, 
Frank Kern of Mattoon, and John W. Her- 
bert of Jackson County.

FIGHTING SHIP SUBSIDY 


REFORM CLUB PRESENTS MEMO- 
RIAL TO ROOSEVELT.

New York Association Places in the 
President’s Hands an Analysis of the 
Measure Before the Last Session of 

- Congress, Showing How Millions of 
Dollars would be Distributed Among 
a Few Shipbuilders and Owners— 
Means Slower Vessels. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt was today presented 
with a mefhorial from the Tariff Reform 
committee of the Reform Club of New York, 
which is strongly adverse to the ship subsidy 
scheme. It says the legislation proposed 
provides for government aid within the limit 
of $9,000,000 per year for twenty to thirty 
years to the concerns admittedly who had 
procured these bills to be drafted, and would 
be specially benefited thereby. Had the 
bill been in force last year, of total subsidies 
paid, the following would receive, as per 
statistics of the United States Shipping Com-

Any claim that the bills in question are in 
the interest of our export trade, our com- 
merce, our national defense, our navy, our 
army, our farmers, our laborers, or our sea- 
men are discredited by the admitted fact that 
the measures in question were drawn and 
are pressed by certain ship owners and ship- 
builders who would receive the greater por- 
tion of all government bounty given. 

As to exports, under the bill lately pending 
a ship need carry out but half a cargo 
to get full subsidy, and would receive the 
greater subsidy (or speed) though it carry 
no cargo whatever. Furthermore, the high- 
est subsidy rates are specifically given ships 
that not merely do not but cannot carry much 
cargo, but which do export tourists and im- 
port immigrants. An international steamer, 
for example, would get, say, eleven times as 
much subsidy in proportion to cargo as a 
standard freighter. | 

Means Slower Ships. 


Of all ships that would draw full subsidy, 
but four are above twenty knots—and these 
old ships lately rated at but twenty knots; 
and it is admitted that under the subsidies 
proposed slower rather than faster ones will 
be built. It is plain how useless would be 
transports or cruisers that could neither 
fight nor run. 

The suggested offset of free mail carriage 
for government expenditure in subsidy is 
farcical. Though the International company 
(which would get the greatest share of speed 
subsidy) received last year two-thirds of 
the total paid by the United States for carry- 
ing foreign mails, the postoffice had to hire 
British and German steamers at half the 
cost to carry three or four times the mail it 
committed to the International. 


Building Without Susidy. 
As to shipbuilding, our shipyards, without 


subsidy, are already crowded to their ut- 


most capacity, and the most advanced types 
of steamers—iarger than any heretofore 
built—have lately been contracted for here 
at prices lower than foreigners would build 
them for. 

Again, as the United States Shipping Com- 
missioner notes at page 50 of his report for 
1900, tonnage constructed in the United 
States, whether for coasting or for foreign 
trade, can be offered as offset required for 
subsidized tonnage in operation.

HENEBRY 18 OUT 70 STA. 


CANNOT REGAIN CHAIR AT THE 
_CATHOLIO UNIVERSITY. 


Trustees Decide to Continue the De- 
partment of Celtic Language and 
Literature, Endowed by the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, but Are Unani- 
mous in Refusing to Reinstate the 
Former Professor—New Instructor 
to Be Secured, 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.}— 
The Rev. William Richard Hengbry, Ph. D., 
will not be reinstated as professor of Celtic 
language and literature in the Catholic Uni- 
versity, although the chair endowed by the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians will be con- 
tinued. 

These decisions were reached at the annual 
meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
university, held today, after a full discus- 
sion of the recent dismissal of Dr. Henebry. 
A statement was issued announcing that the 
action was unanimous on the part of the 
trustees and insistifig that the endowment of 
$50,000 by the Hibernians would not be di- 
verted to other uses than the teaching of 
the Gaelic language. A new instructor will 
be secured as soon as possible. 


Opposed by Hibernian Order. 

Dr. Henebry, it is claimed, is in poor health 
and has given little attention to university 
work in the three years he has been with it. 
Also, there are no pupils in his branch. He 
aroused the animosity of prominent Hiber- 
nians by ignoring their order, even refusing 
to become a member of it, and by his ap- 
parent unwillingness to keep in touch with 
the Irish national sentiment. 

Reports that the Hibernian order was seek- 
ing the reinstatemnt of Dr. Henebry are de- 
clared false, as the society's leading men op- 
posed such action.

TWO FIRE DEPARTMENTS CLASH. 


Oak Park Flame Fighters Ordered from 
Harlem After Two Hours of 
Hard Work. 


A fire in Harlem early yesterday morning 
that caused a loss of $8,000 terminated ina 
clash between the members of the Fire de- 
partments of Oak Park and Harlem. After 
the fire was under control Chief John Pries 
of the Harlem department told Chief C. H. 
Spales of Oak Park that the services of the 
Oak Park department were not wanted and 
ordered him to take his men away. Hot 
words followed, but the Oak Park Chief soon 
complied with the demand and took his men 
back to their quarters. 

The Oak Park fire fighters were angry at 
the action of the Harlem Chief and declared 
that had it not been for their services the 
blaze would have been much more disastrous. 

The fire, which was in the feed store of 
Langreder & Walters, Circle avenue and 
Marengo street, was in the north part of the 
village, and the Oak Park department was 
the first to arrive. Before the Harlem com- 
pany arrived the Oak Park department had 
geveral streams playing on the building. The 
Oak Park department worked for nearly two 
hours, and after the fire was under control 
Chief Pries issued the order to get out.“ 
The trouble is the outgrowth of a controversy 
between the two departments at a fire in 
River Forest some time ago. 

Joseph Klimmer, President of the Harlem 
Village board, was indignant when he heard 
of the action of his Fire Chief. “I shall in- 
vestigate,’ he said. “ It looks as if the Har- 
lem Chief is in the wrong.

11 may be remembered that the first wife 


of Don Carlos left a large fortune, which 
she had inherited from her uncle and aunt, 
the late Count and Countess de Chambord, 
and which was to be turned over to her chil- 
dren either on attaining their majority or on 
their marriage, nothing whatsoever being 
said about Don Carlos having a life inter- 
eat therein. For she had been compelled to 
leave him by reason of his profligate mode of 
life and his extravagance. 

Don Carlos has absolutely declined to sur- 
render his daughter Elvira's portion of her 
mother’s fortune, on the ground that by dis- 
owning her in consequence of her elopement 
she had become civilly dead and incapable of 
succeeding to any property. 

Of course, this plea would not hold water 
for a moment in any English-speaking court 
of law, or, for the matter of that, in any 
continental one either. But the difficulty 
has been to find a court of law competent to 
deal with the case and, when deak with, to 
enforce its decision. 

The Princess first of all applied to the Ital- 
lan courts, owing to the fact that Don Carlos 
makes his home during a portion of the year 
at Venice. After the interminable delays to 
which [Italian jurisprudence lends itself 

Carlos eventually obtained a decision 
based on his declaration that he was an 
Austrian citizen and that the property 
claimed by his daughter was situated in 
Austria, according to the terms of which 
the Italian tribunals declared themselves in- 
competent to deal with the case. In Austria 
the pretender claims exemption from the 
tribunals on the ground that as an Infant of 
Spain and a pretender to the Spanish cruwn 
he is entitled to extraterritorial rights, and 
this contention ts being carried from one 
court to another with no prospect of any 
early decision. Indeed, according to present 
prospects, it is likely that Donna Elvira will 
be dead before the issue is finally settied, 
and meanwhile both she and Folchi subsist 
on the remnants of a legacy left to her 
through the Rothschilds, and of which her 
father (now married again to young Princess 
Bertha Rohan) was unable to obtain posses- 
sion in spite of his efforts.

Country holders of oats have shut down on 
their offerings, the high bid into Iowa by 
Wetmore, %c over May at the river, the high- 
est basis so far, getting only 14,000 bu, while 
Requa, who was high in Illinols, had no ac- 
ceptances. The Southern and Eastern de- 
mand was good, some of the Eastern bids 
being the highest yet madé. Itis possible the 
demand was due in part to the fact that 
freight rates will be advanced today. A 
feature of the cash situation was the demand 
for No. 2 mixed oats, stocks of No. 3 white, 
it is claimed, being so low that buyers will 
have to take the contract grade. Sales of 
mixed oats were at the highest premium on 
the crop, 4c over May f. o. b. . 
Reports from St. Louls were that the de- 
mand for feed stuffs was so great bran had 
advanced from 518.00 a ton to $20.40 a ton 
since last week, worth almost as much as 
wheat. Low grade wheats, millers say, are 
worth more for feed than for flour, and in 
consequence there is a scarcity of bakers’ 
fiour. 8o much of the wheat goes into bran 
that millers now figure on 5 bu of wheat to 
make a barrel of flour, instead of 4½ bu, the 
old basis. The new basis, applied to the ex- 
ports of flour and wheat, would make the 


weekly totals considerably larger. 


To Move the Clearing-House. 
The Board of Trade clearing house is soon

American Association Heads a Move- 

ment—Application Made to New York 

stock Exchange for Listing $50,000

The American Bankers’ association has 
issued a circular asking private banks to 
use their influence to get Congress to abolish 
the war revenue tax on the capital and sur- 
plus of banks. Chieago bankers take the 
position that the tax should be withdrawn, 


as banks are the only institutions taxed on 
their capital. Thé letter says: 


At our twenty-seventh annual conven- 
tion, recently held in Milwaukee, it was 
unanimously resolved to request Congress 
to repeal paragraph 1, section 2 of the war 
revenue act of 1898, thereby removing the 
special tax on capital and surplus of banks; 
also the tax of five cents for $100 on bonas, 
certificates of indebtedness, etc.; the tax 
on original certificates of stock, five cents 
for $100; the tax of two cents for each $100 
on transfers of certificates of stock; and the 
tax of two cents per $100 on time drafts and 
bills of exchange, the necessity for the 
above taxes no longer existing. 


Congress be memorialized to amend the act 
of March 22, 1001, s as to authorize the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue to return 
checks and drafts after cancellation of the 
stamps imprinted thereon, and to refund to 
the owners of stamped drafts and checks the 
value of the stamps, without reference to the 
date of their purchase. 

As Congress will convene the first week 
of December, it is desirable that efforts be 
made at once to make these reselutions ef- 
fective.

Game Never So Scare in Chicago as Now 
—Prices High and Demand in Con- 
sequence Is Light. 


Wild game was never so scarce at this 
season of the year as now, attributable to 
the stringency of the laws of States tribu- 
tary to Chicago's supply. In some sections 
it is almost impossible to ship out in à legiti- 
mate way and in others the restrictions on 
killing are so closely drawn as tu prevent 
shippers from obtaining any considerable 
quantity. Formerly the venison supply was 
so ample that choice cuts cost about the 
same as the corresponding parts of beef, but 
this year prices are so advanced as to prac- 
tically bar the use of deer meat from the 
tables of any save the wealthy. Venison is 
now quoted at 40c to 45c per lb, while at this 
time in previous years it was selling at 20c 
to 25c per Ib. 

Receipts of poultry were larger than for 
‘some days previous. While the day brought 
no change in quotations, there was a marked 
up-turn to the market tone, more inquiries 
coming and purchases being on a more lib- 
eral scale.

‘felt. clety of Chicago held its 
Supporting second annual meeting day 
mOpy.before yesterday, and re- 
ported earnings of 12.72 per 


cent on its capital of $160,000. It therefore 
Presents the attractive apectacie of an en- 


terprise which arose out of a philanthropic 
motive, but which has been conducted on 
business principles and has met with business 
success. A philanthropy which pays its way 
as it goes naturally commends itself to every- 
body. The object of the State Pawners’ so- 
clety is that of similar organizations in other 
parts of the country—namely: to compete 
with the usurers who charge exorbitant rates 
of interest. The magnitude of the pawn- 
broking business is hardly realized by per- 
sons who have not looked into the subject. 
The evil is great, and the amount of suffering 
which is caused by efforts to pay up the in- 
terest on money borrowed at a time of great 
need passes all computation. It is to offset 
this evil that governments, as well as private 
societies and individuals, have opened pawn- 
shops where a needy person can secure 
money at a reasonable rate. This plan was 
first employed in Italy, and has since spread 
all over Europe. The success of the Mont- 
Ge-Piété in Paris is, of course, well known, 


‘and in Berlin and other German cities the 


governmental pawnshops are managed with 
the scientific precision which German gov- 
In 
this country the matter has been left largely 
to private enterprise and is yet in its in- 
fancy. Many of the large cities, however, | 
have private pawnshops which are conducted 
as really legitimate business houses, and 
most of these seem to be successful. The 
Chicago Pawners’ society is not exceptional 
when it shows that the pa ting business 
can be made to pay, even when it is not the 
engine of merciless exactions. The rate of 
interest charged, while not so low as that of 
the Parisian Mont-de-Piété, is only 1 per cent 
@ month, which, compared with the 12 per 
cent a month frequently 69 is a great 
improvement. The society is doing good, and 
Chitago wishes it continued prosperity.

But if any good 
missionary can convert him, surely Gov- 
ernor Yates, who has once demonstrated 
his hypnotic power, is the man to exercise 
it again. The Governor, it is presumed, 
practices what he preaches. He should ac- 
cept this mission glady. The people of 
Ohicago would de delighted to see him on 
the same platform—say at the Auditorium 
with Dr. Hirsch, administering to him 
ethical instruction, and taking what he gets 
in return in good measure, punched down, 
full, and running over. 


THE MERITS AND DEMERITS OF LORIMER. 
No man is wholly bad. It would be im- 
possible to persuade the members of this 
community that Mr. Lorimer has no redeem- 
ing virtues. In fact, he is a person who 
may be described as having many excellent 
qualities,” although it need not be assever- 
ated that these qualities predominate over 
or outweigh the other qualities he possesses. 
One thing may be said of Lorimer—that he 
is “ the avowed, thé erect, the manly foe.” 
He is a good fighter. People usually know 
where to find him. It is true that he is gen- 
erally found on the side, but when 
he has taken his stand he does not shuffle 
or dodge, but exposes himself unhesitatingly 
to the fire of the enemy. He is a square 
fighter, ready to give and take hard blows. 
His word is considered to be about as good 
as his bond when it has once been passed to 
his political friends. When he bids defiance 
to his political adversaries he usually lives 
up to his defiance to the best of his ability. 
In these respects Mr. Lorimer differs from 
some men who are merely camp followers 
and are quite widely known as such in this 
community. He differs also from the men 


| who seek always to be with the winners, 


and who when active hostilities are not going 
on usually skirmish between the lines. 

Lorimer has the respect of his opponents 
to a greater extent than some of the “ trim- 
mers” who pose as reformers when it is 
convenient for them to do so, but who do 
not hesitate to deal a card from under the 
table when they think they can db it with- 
out fear of discovery. 

But Lorimer is not consistent, and his in- 
consistency is one reason why he is a 
turbing element in politics. While he ex- 
acts the utmost obedience from his follow- 
ers he is himself perhaps the most insub- 
ordinate man who ever cut a large figure 
in local politics. Only a few of the many 
instances in which he absolutely defied all 
party authority need be quoted. : 

In 1892, having been instructed to vote 
for Harrison by the district convention 
which sent him as a delegate to Minneap- 
olis, he disobeyed these instructions and 
voted for Blaine. This was perhaps a 
venial offense, inasmuch as Mr. Blaine had 
not become a candidate when the district 
convention was held. It may be said that 
Tun Tripune to some extent sympathized 
with Mr. Lorimer’s behavior at that time 
and approved of #. 

It is not so easy to account for Mr. Lor- 
imer’s course in the national convention of 
1896. When it became evident that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley was to be nominated all the Illinois 
delegates voted for him except Mr. Lorimer 
and John M. Smyth, The latter was under 
some sort of obligation to Lorimer, and 
hence voted with him. There was no rea- 
son why the vote of Illinois on this interest- 
ing occasion, when the result was practically 
determined, should not have been cast solid- 
ly for McKinley. 

Again Lorimer defied all party authority 
and voted against his party in the legisia- 
tion which was preliminary to the war with 
Spain. He set up his judgment against that 
of the almost unanimous vote of a Repub- 
lican caucus. He was one of the half dozen 
Republicans who voted with the Democrats 
on the eve of the war. : 

He was equally insubordinate when the 
Porto Rican legislation was before Con- 
gress. He assumed then that his judgment 
was better than that of the President and 
the Republican Senators and Representa- 
tives. He was one of the seven or eight Re- 
publican Representatives who voted with 
the Democrats on that occasion. 

Lorimer cannot be called a faithful Re- 
publican. He is a bolter whenever it pleases 
him to be one. Therefore he should not 
complain if his example is widely copied by 
Republicans who do not approve o#his man- 
agement of affairs. They imitate Lorimer 
if they bolt when they think the occasion 
demands it—when moral obligations rise 
superior to party obligations. 

As a Congressman Lorimer discharged his 
duties with reasonable fidelity. Nobody ac- 
euses him of personal dishonesty in the per- 
formance of any of his official duties. 

What then, many persons will say, can 
be the reason of the vehement objection to 
the supremacy of Lorimer in the party af- 
fairs of Chicago and Cook County? The 
first serious objection is that he aims tö be 
not a lender but a boss.“ He wishes to 
control the party machinery, not merely in 
his own ward, but thronghout the city and 


nominated to any office without his consent. 

This carries with it the corollary that 
every man when nominated and elected 
shall yield absolute obedience to the decrees 
of the “boss.” Now, Lorimer is not so 
great, nor so wise, nor so pure that he can 
be intrusted with this tremendous power he 
aspires to. 

The continual existence of a “ machine” 
almost ineyitably depends on its maintenance 
by improper means, These may be ob- 
tained through the letting of contracts to 
favorites of the boss and through offi- 
cial connivance with dishonesty on their 
part in the execution of their contracts. 
When the contractor who is favored by the 
“boss” is not up to the standard in quan- 
tity or quality of materials or of work it 
behooves the inspector who wishes to hold 
his place to wink hard and see nothing. In- 
variably when the favorites of a boss 
get contracts public works are improperly 
carried out. Inferior materials are used 
and the work scamped. 

This is precisely what has happened in 
New York under the régime ot Croker. 
Boss Croker himself has not been an office- 
holder, but he has been supreme in Greater 
New York with reference to public works. 
The dmount of revenue that has been de- 
rived from the Building department, the 
Public Works department, and the various 
contracts let under the direction of Tam- 
many Hall has-reached an almost fabulous 
sum. Croker has permitted nothing to be 
done unless he had a finger in it. Thanks 
to the extensive system of inspection and 
regulation, established by ordinance or by 
law, which touchés nearly all industries at 
some point, the followers of Croker have 
been able to levy tribute on the industries. 
Not alone the saloons and the gaming- 
houses, but the merchants and manufactur- 


ere, public service, insurance, and other

So there is no law which could touch Lor- 
imer if he were to obtain contro! of the city 
and county machinery and offices and the 
drainage canal contracts. We have no ae 
surance that his followers in city or county 
or the Drainage board would be any hon- 
ester than Oroker’s have been. Mr. Lori- 
mer might not care to stay constantly in 
Chicago to oversee them and make them 
discharge their duties faithfully. He might 
build up for himself another Wantage or 
make for himself a happy home in this coun- 
try not so far distant from Obicago but 
that he could receive frequent reports from 
subordinates and ascertain quickly whether 
his orders were being executed with neat- 
ness and dispatch. 

The fear of these things is the cause of the 
distrust of Lorimer. Dread of his suprem- 
acy explains why many Republicans feel 
justified in saying now that they do not 
mean to vote for him or for anybody nom- 
inated by him. He is a master of the art 
of bolting, and many Republicans, pattern- 
ing after him, intend to bolt every Lorimer 
candidate. 

Undoubtedly there will be candidates for 
Judgeships and for many less important of- 
fices who will rely on their own high per- 
sonal character to pull them through after 
they have once obtained nominations from 
Lorimer. But a judicial candidate who will 
accept a nomination at the hands of Lori- 
mer will be in no better position—no mat- 
ter how great his quglifications or how 
blameless hie life—than was Edward M. 
Shepard, when he let Croker run him for 
the Mayoralty of New York. He was an 
excellent man personally, but the people rose 
up against him and defeated him. f 

There may be estimable gentlemen in Chi- 
cago who are at this time quietly cultivat- 
ing the good will of Lorimer, thinking that 
if he will nominate them their merits will 
elect them. If there are such persons and 
they get these coveted nominations, they 
will have themselves only to blame if they 
encounter a rude surprise election night 
soon after the polls close, 

“ THE BARGAIN HUNTERS. 

Mrs. Florence Kelly, formerly chief fac- 
tory inspector in this State and who is now 
prominently engaged in the somewhat uphill 
work of inducing women to purchase only 
union made goods and thereby discourage 
sweatshop labor, in her address to the Chi- 
cago Commons on Tuesday evening as- 
signed as*one of the prominent reasons why 
women do not more generalfy purchase 
union made goods their mania for bargain 
hunting. 

Evidently Mrs. Kelly regards this ob- 
stacle as a serious one, and well she may 
think so. In the first place, the desire to 
get a bargain is one of the oldest impulses 
of weak human nature. Eve herself, if 
fig trees had not been so plenty in the gar- 
den, would have hunted for a barguin in 
fig leaf patterns. As it was, she sought 
to drive a bard and sharp bargain in fruit 
with the evil one, which only resulted in 
entailing the necessity for bargains upon 
the whole human race, and from that day to 
thie human beings have hunted for bar- 
gains—men in horses and house lots, women 
in dress goods and almost everything else. 

It is hardly possible that Mrs. Kelly and 
all the workers in settlements, leagues, and 
clubs: combined will be able to overcome 
this mania. With the poor it is a neces- 
sity, for a penny saved is a penny earned; 
with the well off it is more or less a pas- 
sion; with the thrifty middle class it is policy 
grounded on the fact that if you take care 
of the pence the pounds will take care of 
themselves. Thus bargain hunting is not 
altogether a fad, though it is with some 
persons who hunt bargains merely from 
the love of the chase, not with any idea of 
capturing the game. They simply wish to 
know where there is a bargain and what it 
is, not to avail themselves of it. 

With most people, however, there is great 
personal pleasure in having saved a cent 
or a half cent, and still more pleasure in 
announcing it to their wondering friends as 
no mean achievement. So well known is 
this failing of love:y women that sordid 
man allures it with picturesque blandish- 
ments and encourages it with varied tempta- 
tions. To such an extent has this become 
a passion of human nature that Mrs. Kelly 
and the other reformers may well grow 
discouraged as they watch the invasions 
of the business district on Mondays, and 
the sight of the vast feminine multitude, 
careless what the make of the goods may 
be or who may be the maker, so they are 
marked down a half cent or a cent a yard. 


“FOR DUNNING REFORM. 

About three weeks ago serious newspaper 
charges were made against the conduct of | 
the county institutions at Dunning, and the 
Civil Service Reform league preferred 
formal charges before the County Civil 
Service commission that two attendants | 
had contributed to the death of two insane 
patients by underfeeding them. The 
formal charges were finally dismissed on 
the conflicting testimony, but events had dis- 
closed the existence of intolerable condi- 
tions at these institutions, and the Presi- 
dent of the County board agreed to advise 
the creation of a committee to inquire and 
make recommendations. The board ap- 
proved on Monday, the committee, consist- 
ing of five members of the board and five 
citizens, has been named by the President 
—who presumably will also be a member 
ex officio—and it will meet this morning to 
organize. — 

The publie will be pleased at this record 
of expedition.

The speech of the Hon. John Hay at the 
banquet of the New York Ohamber of Com- 
merce on Tuesday evening is one of the most 
important as well as significant utterances 
yet made by an American Secretary of 
State, and its effect must be reassuring at 
home and in Great Britain, however it may 
be regarded by the continental powers. It 
ie not likely, however, that they will take 
any exceptions to the sentiments of the ad- 
dress, though some may smile and perhaps 
unfavorably criticise the new American 
as defined by Mr. Hay. 

Secretary's diplomatic definition is 
one of the notable features of the address 
and marks a radical departure from the 
conventional European diplomatic systems. 
Many of the Buropean courts even to this 
day maintain the old science of intrigue 
and falsehood, of traps and mines, and 
countermines,”’ borrewed from the far Hast. 
The American diplomacy, as set forth by 
"Mr, Hay, has nothing in common or in sym- 
pathy with that science. On the other hand, 
it ig the farthest possible removed from it. 
In Mr. Hay's words: We have generally 
told squarely what we wanted, announced 
early in negotiation what we were willing 
to give, and allowed the other side to accept 
or reject our terms.” As the outcome of this 
trank, unreserved, and outspoken policy we 
have Mr. Hay’s assurances that “ we have 
been met by the representatives of other 
powers in the same spirit of frankness and 
| sincerity.” It is by diplomacy of this open 
kind, the briefest expression of which is 
“the Monroe doctrine and the golden rule,” 
that friendly relations have been estab- 
lished with all the powers, independence of 
all their combinations maintained, treaties 
of reciprocity negotiated, commercial rela- 
tions extended, open markets in the Orient 
secured, and insular and isthmian rights 
confirmed. | 

The closing utterance of Secretary Hay is 
noble in its sentiment and worthy to be “writ 
large” in the annals of the State depart- 
ment as containing the sum and substance 
of American diplomacy and representing 
the highest achievement of American states- 
manship. The administration of the late 
lamented President had already vindicated 
it in spirit. It is safe to say that the admin- 
istration of his successor, who is as inca- 
pable of bullying a strong power as he is of 
wronging a weak one,” will vindicate it in 
deeds. These words of Secretary Hay will 
be studiously considered by foreign govern- 
ments and will not be unconsidered or for- 
gotten by the American people: 


We frankly confess we seek the 
the powers; we want to trade with all peoples; we 
are conscious of resources that 
commerce a source of advantage to them and also 
profit to ourselves. But no wantonness of stre 
will ever induce us to drive a hard bargain with 
another nation because it is weak, nor will any 
fear of ignoble criticieam tempt us to insult or defy 
@ great power because it is strong or even because 
it is friendly. 


The immediate application of this noble 
utterance is to Great Britain, which has 
conceded to American diplomacy the isth- 
mian rights it claimed because it was sat- 
isfied there would be no violation of the 
rights of others, Its general application is 
to all netions, and in the end they must ac- 
cept the policy of fair dealing and frank 
statement in diplomacy as one of the per- 
manent features of opr relations with oth- 
ers. It is a safe and just policy. It is the 
only policy which can win in the end. Sec- 
retary Hay deserves the thanks of the 
American people for his eloquent statement 
of it.

Within that 
time the cattle business has been completely 
revolutionized, and instead of a few hun- 
dred men practically controlling the cattle 
and sending out great herds of 100,000 or 
more head each, there are now millions of 
owners, and the great bulk of the beef cat- 
tle run in herds of a few hundred. 

Less than ten years ago the cattle shipped 
in to the great markets from theranges were 
all long horns,“ and they went directly to 
the stock-yards from the ranges to be cut up 
into beef. These long horns weresurprising- 
ly hardy. As cattlemen put it, they were 
the best “ hustlers’’ in the world. They 
could live on air” and could stand almost 
any amount of hardship and privations. 
Also they were cheap, and a loss of a few 
hundred head in a blizzard did not mean 
much to the owner of 100,000 when he could 
buy others for from $5 to $10 each. They 
were sent to market when they were 5to7 
year olds, and they brought about 3% or 4 
cents a pound on the hoof. Now the cattle 
bred on the Western ranges are grade short 
horns and are brought to maturity and mar- 
xet when they are 2-year-olds on the aver- 
age. Nor does the man on the cattle range 
ship his cattle directly to the market. Au 
but a small proportion of them are sold as 
‘feeders.’ That is, as soon as the young 
steers have got their growth they are taken 
off the ranges and sold to farmers and deal- 
ers in the great corn raising States. The 
average feeder weighs 800 or 900 pounds, 
and the stockman gets four cents a pound for 
it. The corn raiser feeds it on corn for five 
or six months, by the end of which time the 
„ feeder weighs from 1,200 to 1,600 pounds, 
and is sent to the stock-yards as prime 
beef, where it brings as high as seven cents, 
or even a fraction more, a pound. . 
In other words, the present cattle raiser of 
the great West selis his 2-year-olds at pres- 
ent for at least as much money as he got for 
his 5-year-old long horns five years ago. At 
the same time the man who prepares “ feed- 
ers for the market makes a profit not only 
of several cents a pound, but also adds from 
800 to 600 pounds to each of the cattle he 
handles. 


— 
This revolution in the business has been 
brought about by the substitution of pure 
bred beef cattle for the old long horns. 
These pure bred animals not only mature in 
one-third of the time taken by the Texas 
steers, but they furnish a much better arti- 
cle of beef. They cannot be left to take care 
of themselves, however, as could the old 
long horns. They must be given much more 
attention and must also be protected from 
undue exposure and privation. Wherea long 
horn would go out and rustle a good living 
for himself one of the new grade steers 
would lay down and die. Consequently it is 
no longer possible for a man to handle so 
many of them, and the average size of the 
herds has been cut down to less than one- 
tenth their old size. 

The gradual settlement by homesteaders 
of the most fertile parts of the old cattle 
ranges has also had its effect in cutting down 
the size of the herds. 

It is also true that within the last five years 
hundreds of cattlemen have gone out of that 
business and started into the raising of 
sheep. The demand for both wool and mut- 
ton has been an increasing one, and the 
sheep men have been as a rule exceedingly 
prosperous. This great increase in the num- 
ber of sheep men has necessarily greatly cut 
down the amount of country which is open 
to the cattlemen, and as a consequence there 
is at present a bitter rivalry on between the 
breeders of sheep and cattle. In many in- 
stances this rivalry has broken out into open 
warfare, and in some of the Western States 
the cattlemen are organized for the purpose 
of keeping out the sheep at the point of the 
Winchester rifie. 


. 

To appreciate the bitterness of feeling 
which exists between the two classes of live 
stock men it is necessary to understand 
something about the results of feeding sheep 
in a cattle country. 

In the first place most of the sheep and 
cattle in the Western country are fed on gov- 
erument land, which cannot be fenced, and
